state-wide conference of Cali­ 
fornia Grand Juries. 
Final details of the confer­ 
ence were completed last night 
by 
the 
Marin County Grand 
Jury which initiated plans for 
the gathering to be held at the 
Meadow Club in Fairfax. 
Plans 
for 
the 
conference, 
w here at least 24 state grand 
juries will be represented, were 
revealed exclusively in the Inde­ 
pendent-Journal on Sept. 1. 
DRASTIC CHANGES 
Avowed 
purpose of 
the 
Jury 
members will be to draft "drastic 
changes of welfare policy at the 
state level.” In a letter sent to all 
California counties, the Marin jury 
members WTote: 
"We, 
and 
apparently 
others, 
find their local welfare depart­ 
ments are doing a fairly adequate 
job according to the laws go\Tem - 
ing the administration of their 
departments. The fault seems to 
lie in the basic philosophy and 
statutes under which they operate. 
"We, and other counties, find 
that this philosophy and these 
statutes result in many individuals 
making no effort to seek employ­ 
ment—because their earning ca­ 
pacity is such that under present 
laws, they can receive a larger in­ 
come from the state by remaining 
idle. 
FOR ‘SELF RESFECT 
"All of this is encouraged by the 
welfare 
department, 
proceeding 
under laws which specify that the 
recipient must be encouraged to 
keep his self respect. In other 
words, feel no obligation because 
he is living off the man and 
woman working diligently to make 
both ends meet and at the same 
time pay the ever-mounting taxes 
required for the welfare of those 
who will not work.” 
Continuing with this feeling, thé 
Marin jury members claim they 
will always support laws for per­ 
son^ desperately in need of aid. 
"However,” the jury went on, 
"we do not sanction, or believe 
our state laws should sanction, 
m<4K,v-coddling the indolent and 
assuring him that financial help 
from the state is his due. 
"The relative ease with which 
an individual can statutorily qual­ 
ify for assistance is not in the 
best interests of either the bene­ 
ficiaries or the taxpayers.” 
MUCH INTEREST 
Mrs. Gladys White, chairman of 
the

committee 
of 
the 
Marin Grand Jury, said each visi­ 
tor to the conference will be en­ 
couraged to present the recom­

"The enthusiasm is just wonder­ 
ful,” said Mrs. White.

Novato To Try Again Dec. 14 
To Pass School Finance Issues 


The Novato school board last 
night earmarked Tuesday, Dec. 14, 
for a new school bond election 
which will be staged to obtain fi­ 
nancing for a high school and 
elementary schools in Novato. 
Three propositions will appear 
on the ballot at the special elec­ 
tion, all of which were defeated 
by the voters in a school election 
of June 8. 
The propositions are; 
1. The transfer of bonded in­ 
debtedness to 
the new 
unified 
school district, making the district 
eligible for state aid. The indebt­ 
edness now exists only as a lien 
against the taxpayers and not as 


a portion of the bonding capacity 
of the district. Passage of this 
measure would cause no rise in 
the tax rate. 


2. A request for $550,000 addi­ 
tional bonds for building and site 
acquisition, 
3. Authorization to borrow $1,- 
245,000 from the state for building 
purposes. 


Even before the election takes 
place the school board has au­ 
thorized Supt. William J. J. Smith 
to proceed at once with prelim­ 
inary work on a fourth elementary 
school to be located on the Baci- 
galupi 
and 
Paladini 
properties 


west of Wilson avenue on Center 
road. 
Condemnation proceedings 
are no* pending against the prop­ 
erties for school purposes but the 
district has no money to purchase 
them because of the defeat of the 
bond issues at the June election. 
The board members stated that 
they are relying on the success of 
the coming December election and 
are ordering the preparatory -work 
to commence so as to avoid delay 
in school construction. They point­ 
ed to the recent upsurge in resi­ 
dential building which is occurring 
in Novato and which will mean 
heavily increased school enroll­ 
ment in the immediate future.

A last minute effort to increase 
the size of drainage pipes from 
Marin homes was defeated last 
night as a new building code was 
adopted for the county. 
A request for a four-inch "waste” 
pipe, instead of the usual three- 
inch pipe, was made by the No­

Sanitary 
District 
which 
pointed to new soaps and deter­ 
gents which "tend to clog the 
drains.” 
Engineer Warren Nute and Sup­ 
ervisor William Q. "Wright both 
explained that home owners would 
have costly repairs "if they had to 
tear up a concrete slab to fix a 
small waste line.” 
PIPE CONTROVERSY 
Nute said the Novato Sanitary 
District and city of San Rafael 
both require four inch pipes. 
But Joseph Filippo, of the Ma­ 
rin branch of the Associated Home 
Builders, insisted the three-inch 
line will carry the normal needs 
of a two-bath home and has a 
"20 per cent safety factor for the 
minimum needs of such a home.” 
Filippo said the three-inch lines 
are required in the 1952 edition 
of the Building Code. 
He was supported by Herbert A. 
Crocker, who thought the building 
code requirements have been test­ 
ed and "it would be dangerous to 
make exceptions.” 
CODE PROVISIONS 
The new building code provides 
for a plumbing inspector, a $15 
annual license fee for any con­ 
tractor doing work in unincorpor­ 
ated areas, and a board of appeals 
to hear deputes on construction 
activities. 
Board members 
agreed candi­ 
dates for the plumbing inspector 
should be sent to the county per­ 
sonnel commission 
to be 
inter­ 
viewed. 
The 
code 
was 
unanimously 
adopted and will become effective 
in 30 days. A round of applause 
greeted the board’s action.

A young Mare Island ensign 
suffered fractured ribs and lacera­ 
tions early today when his car 
crashed into the rear of a milk 
truck inside the Waldo tunnel.

Croci 
was unhurt, and his truck was 
scarcely damaged, but the ensign’s 
sedan w’as almost demolished. 
Officer McGuire rushed the vic­ 
tim to Marin General Hospital. 
The ensign was then transferred 
to Mare Island Hospital, where 
doctors said the injuries are not 
serious.

League Of Women Voters' 
Work Deserves Support

Units o i the League of W om en Voter* in 
Mill V aliev and Sausalito are at present con­ 
ducting 
their 
annual 
finance campaigns 
aimed at meeting the small quotas these 
units need to conduct their business for an­ 


other year. 
T h e San Anselmo unit has not started its 
campaign as yet, but plans one in Novem­ 


ber. 
T he League of W om en Voters is rather 


a unique organiaztion. Based entirely on the 
desire to inform the electorate, it is a non­ 
partisan group which investigates both sides 
of anv political issue, collects data and dis­ 
tributes it so that as many voters as possible 


mav have the facts. 


1 he league is sometimes accused of being 
on one side or the other oi any particular 
controversv, is sometimes called in cahoots 
with one political party or the other. Vet 


these things are not true. 


It is true that the league endorses certain 
is>ues not candidates, alter investigating 
both sides. 1 hese stands have been taken as 


a result oi tacts gathered, not lor political 
purposes or from political pressures. 
1 he 
league never endorses a political candidate. 
At the same time that it has taken a stand, 
however, the league has endeavored to cir­ 
culate fulh the arguments on both sides of 
the verv issue on which it has taken the 


itand. This i* accomplished by entirely di­ 
vorcing the portion of the organization 
which is circulating information on issues 
from the group which would work in favor 


oi an issue. 
As an example, the league has endorsed a 
certain proposition on the November ballot, 
each unit has its speakers bureau, member* 
of which go out in pairs to speak on the pros 
and cons of all the ballots issues. An entirely 
separate speaking group is available for talks 
piomoting the proposition which the league 
endorses. They are not coordinated nor in 
consultation on their programs. 
It is almost needless to reiterate that the 
more the voter knows about w hat’s on his 
ballot, the better government w e re going to 
have. T h e purpose of the le a g u e of Women 
Voters is to give him the opportunity to 
learn everything he wants to know on boih 


sides of any issue. 
For this activity, it needs funds. About 
half of its financing comes from its members, 
donations given in addition to their mem* 
her ship fees. T h e other half comes from the 
general public, mostly from 
businessmen 
who realize the importance of an informed 


electorate. 
1 he league has been doing a good job. V\ e 
hope that the finance campaigns oi the in­ 
dividual units are all successful and that the 
public cooperates in making this so.

WASHINGTON — It is clear, 
•new, th at the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration is making no head­ 
way in winning 
the 
political 
aupport of labor union leader­ 
ship. 
This fact was amply demon­ 
strated by the relatively cool re­ 
ception which the President and 
Secretary of Labor 
James 
P. 
Mitchell received a t the hands of 
the annual convention 
of 
the 
American Federation of Labor in 
Los Angeles last week. 
This doesn’t mean, of course, 
th a t the Administration is not 
holding and is not winning sub­ 
stantial political 
support 
from 
the rank and file of organized 
labor itself. 


IV 1952, for the first time In 
its history, the AF of L formal­ 
ly committed its backing to one 
presidential candidate, Adlai E. 
Stevenson, and, despite the al­ 
most monolithic 
opposition 
of 
union leadership, Gen. Eisenhow­ 
er received a higher percentage 
of labor votes th an any Repub­ 
lican candidate in many years. 
This suggests a healthy inde­ 
pendence of thinking on the part 
of workers. It seems evident th a t 
President 
George 
Meany 
and 
other national executives of the 
AF of L are not disposed to en­ 
courage this independent th in k ­ 
ing among the union’s 10.000,000 
members by giving the Adminis­ 
tration 
any 
appreciable — let 
alone generous — praise for its 
pro-labor accomplishments. They 
allowed Secretary 
Mitchell 
to 
speak his piece, and sat on their 
hands for the most part. 


MR, MITCHELL was, of course, 
not asking for, 
nor 
expecting 
monolithic praise. He was only 
asking th a t the AF of L leaders 
not concentrate exclusively on 
opposition. 


“I would like to suggest to 
you," he said frankly at Loo 
Angeles, “that if we were a* 
confident of your support when 
we do right as we are of your 
criticism when we do wrong, 
we would be even more ef­ 
fective in your behalf.” 


W hat does Mr. Mitchell think 
the Administration 
has 
done 
right for which he thinks it de­ 
serves labor support? 
Mr. Mitchell’s answer — the 
biggest part of his answer — is 
the social welfare legislation e n ­ 
acted by the 83rd Congress which 
in substance and range equals or 
exceeds anything done at a singlo 
session of a Democratic congress 
in twenty years.

The fir«t m ajor federal exten­ 
sion of the unemployment in­ 
surance system in its entire his­ 
tory, extening its protection to an 
additional 4.000.000 persons. 
Plus a housing act which pro­ 


vides 35.000 new' public housing 
units and liberalized

a r­ 
rangements, 
p l u s 
substantial 
ship building and highway con­ 
struction 
programs, 
plus 
the 
President’s support of a medical 
re-insurance program to bring 
health insurance 
within 
the 
reach of many now unable to af­ 
ford its protection. 


Secretary Mitchell could rea­ 
sonably say th at the President 
not only fulfilled his promise 
“not to turn the clock back ’ — 
but turned it ahead. 


MR. MEANY’S answer as to 
w hat he and other labor leaders 
don’t like about the Administra­ 
tion is the “trickle-down” tax 
bill and, as they see it, inade­ 
quate action on unemployment.

M arin Sheriff W alter Sellmer has been told that 
it’s his duty to stop the “ hot ro d d in g ” speed 
boats 
on the Corte M adera Creek. 
O n com plaint of several residents along the creek 
at Greenbrae, Dist. Atty. W illiam O. Wcissich gave an 
opinion that the activity falls w ithin the province of 
the sheriff. 
He told Sellmer that state laws prevent power 
boats from traveling more than 5 nautical miles per 
h o u r in areas where “there are bathers, beaches or lan d ­ 
ing floats.” Fines for violations, of the law are 5300 
a n d / o r six m onths in jail, Weissich said. 
His opinion was read at last week’s meeting of the 
M arin Board of Supervisors. 
Weissich gave his opinion after receiving a letter 
from Mrs. Loma Brooks of 14 Lucky road, Greenbrae, 
suggesting that signs be erected along the creek w a rn ­ 
ing of the five mile speed limit.

Meyer, who supervises a million 
dollar business as head of the 
M ark’s giant kitchen atop Nob j 
Hill, said the days of French-Ger- ! 
man-Swiss 
dominance 
in 
food 
preparation are about over, 
"We have a tremendous talent j 
among the American chefs and 
there is no reason why our cui- j 
sine can’t be an entity in itself i 
apart from the European influ­ 
ence.” the 52-year-old native San 1 
Franciscan said. 
"Culturally, Europe is too far 
away from us now and to contin- j 
ue to repeat 
European 
cooking j 
ideas here is to live in the past " 
Meyer, who handles a $300.000 
annual food bill and $220,000 year­ 
ly payroll for 60 employes at the 
Mark, made his observations in ; 
an interview prior to Sunday's 
culinary art exhibit in Civic Au­ 
ditorium here.

The exhibit, which will display 
works by San Francisco's top chefs, j 
is being sponsored bv the Chef's 
Association of the Pacfic Coast, 
of which Meyer is president. 
Meyer said that in addition to 
showing the public how creative; 
American chefs can be, the food j 
show also was designed to "help 
build morale and 
create 
pride 
among culinary workers ' and en­ 
courage young men to launch ca­ 
reers in the profession. 
He said that with all the ground j 


American chefs had gained in per­ 
fecting their art they still weren’t ; 
getting 
the 
recognition 
t h e y ; 
should. 
"In Europe the chef is the star.' j 
he said. "When he creates a dish 
he is particularly proud of, he de­ 
livers it to the table, explains its j 
fine points to the gourmet and 
sometimes even shows him how 
it should be eaten. 
"But here the chef is relegated 
to the obscurity of 
his 
kitchen 
while the maitre d’ displays the 
products the cook has worked so 
hard to create.”
